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INTRODUCTION. 

Having recently .been favoured with the 
perusal of a manuscript, professiug, to be “ A 
“ Translation of an Address* to the Inhabitants of 
*• India, from the Missionaries of Serampoor, in 
‘ c Bengal, inviting them to b,ecome Christians;” 
and having been, at all times, deeply impressed 
with a strong sense of the impolicy, inutility, 
and danger of-ali attempts to convert into Chris- 
tianity the natives of Hindostan : no sooner, 
therefore, did I peruse the indicated missionary 
paper, than I threw together the few remarks 
that, will be found in the subsequent pages of this 
Pamphlet. * 

With these Remarks, are blended some 
extracts from the Hindoo Code of Laws, ’and 
other Works of Indian celebrity ; thus introduc- 
ed, for the purpose of evincing, that, if the Hin- 
doos are not already blessed with the virtues of

vow in the possession vt a Gentleman lately returned Jrom that 
•ountry. 
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Morality, it can in no wise be attributed to the 
want of an ample system* oi Moral Ordinances, 
.for the regulation of their conduct in society ; and 
that, consequently, they have lessi need of the 
.improving aid of Christianity,* than is commonly 
imagined by those pious zealots who inconsi- 
derately annex the idea of barbarism, to every 
religious system, not blessed with the sacred 
light of Gospel-dispensation. 

Whether the Hindoo system merit the applica- 
tion of an epithet so opprobrious, I must entirely 
leave to the unbiassed judgement and candour of 
the reader, on an impartial consideration of the 
documents now before him : a'nd I have only to 
regret, that the cause of the Hindoos, on this 
occasion, has not fallen into abler hands, who 
would have exhibited it in a more pleasing garb ; 
and ushered it, with the vqice .of eloquence, to 
public considera'ion : thus stamping on it an 
attraction beyond the mere statement of facts ; 
and thence, rendering those facts more strikingly 
impressive on the public mind. 

If the conduct f of the Missionaries has here, 
so unwisely forced itself on the attention of the 
public ; 'and thus rendered them obnoxious to the* 
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displeasure of our Government in the East ; ill 
having, un sanctioned by its authority, assumed 
the dangerous province of attempting to regulate 
the consciences of its native subjects ; to the 
manifest tendency of.disturbing that repose and 
public confidence, that forms at this moment., the 
chief security of our precarious tenure in Hin- 
dustan : if men, thus labouring for subsistence in 
their vocation, and under the necessity of making 
converts, at any rate, in order to insure th.e con- 
tinuance of tlicir allowances, and the permanency 
of their mission, rashly venture to hurl the bigot 
anathema of intolerance, at the head of the 
“ Barbarian Hindoos and, unadvisedly, to 
vilify the revered repositories of their faith ; we 
may find some colour of excuse, in the seeming 
necessity under which they act : but, that a 
member of the English Church, a public servant 
of .the Company, ' and holding a distinguished 
situation under .Government, should wantonly 
step forth, and make, in the most public man- 
ner, an avowal of his sentiments, not only of the 
necessity of a hierarchy of British clergy, to com- 
bat the Indian hydra of superstition ; but even the 
“ policy” of Somewhat employing the dread en- 
gine of coercion ; towards effectually performing 
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the work of reformation ; seems* a measure so 
manifestly impolitic, inexpedient, dangerous and 
unwise, as scarcely to admit of any excuse, 
short of the unhappy impulse of insanity. 

The Reverend Claudius Buchanan, Vice-pro- 
vost of the College of Fort-William, is that, 
member of the Church, to* whom 1 here allude. 

He has recently published a Memoir, on the 
expediency of an Ecclesiastical Establishment for 
British India ; chiefly with a view to “ the ulti- 
mate civilization of the natives./’ by their conver- 
sion to Christianity. 

This measure he considers as “ a solemn ani> 

“ IMPERIOUS DUTY, EXACTED ‘BY OUR RELIGION 

“ and PUBLIC PRINCIPLES*;” IT BEING by no 

A MEANS SUBMITTED TO OUR JUDGEMENT, OR OUR 
“ NOTIONS OF POLICY, WHETHER WE SHALL 
“ EMBRACE THE MEANS OF IMPARTING CJ1RIS- 
“ TUN KNOWLEDGE TO ' Ol/R SUBJECTS ,OR 

“ NQT.”t — And, in order to evince the expe- 
diency of the measure, he is lavish of animad- 
versions on the “ degraded character of the Hin- 
doos, their superstition, their ignorance, their 
personal vices, and senSaless indolatry.”

At so momentous a crisis of the Company’s 
affairs, when, by the recent operations of a des- 
tructive war, we have alienated, the affections of 
the principal Chiefs of llindostan; when our 
possessions in the East are menaced with hos- 
tility, by the united powers of France and Russia ; 
• who having, it seems, found means to* conciliate 
the Persian government ; have alreadv, it would 
appear, advanced a large force towards that 
country, for the purpose of making arrangements, 
preparatory to an early invasion of the Company’s 
territories, by a combined force of Persians, 
French, and Russians. 

At such a moment, when the affairs of the 
Company seem sinking under the pressure of aA 
enormous debt of thirty Millions ! 

At 4 =uch a moment, when the spirit of disaffec- 
tion has gone forth', among our native subjects in 
the peninsula of Jridia, as has unhappily been, 
recently, so unequivocally manifested, on more 
than one occasion ! 

At such a moment, when a wise policy would 
seem to dictate the necessity of* securing friends* 
in every possibly quarter, to shield us ffom the 
impending* danger ! 
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At such a moment^ I say teeming with an ac- 
cumulation of evils, that menace with destruction, 
onr very existence in the East: — Is it' wise, is it 
politic, is.it even safe, to institute* a war of senti- 
ment against the only friends of any importance, 
we seem to have yet left in India, — our faithful 
subjects of the Ganges ; by suffering Missionaries,, 
or our ewn Clergy, to preach among them, the 
errors of idolatry and superstition ; and thus, dis- 
seminating throughout the public mind, the seeds 
of distrust and disaffection, to the imminent dan- 
ger of every energy of the State ? 

Hitherto, this result has been Happily obviated, 
by the tolerant conduct of Our Governors in the 
.East; judiciously seconded by the executive ser- 
vants of the Company; in due attention and 
indulgence to the customs, the prejudices and 
religious rites of the natives of every description. 

If we believe, with Mr. Buchanan, that “ it is 
an imperious duty, exacted by bur Religion,” to 
proceed in the work of reformation; a reservation, 
I persume, must He understood, in favour of that 
trite but prudent maxim, that “ self-preservation 
is the first* lavf of itfature:” and though this 
maxim seems to have no place in Mr. Bu- 
.phanpn’s system of reformation ; yef, ns we are 
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for. — “ we know that the law is good, if a man 
use it lawfully*.” 

- There may be errors jn their system :* for, what 
system is without them ? And if errors have 
crept into the moral practice of the Hindoos, and 
have, too long, remained, upborne on the wings of 
superstition*; this is pcrha]*} to he ascribed to 
the tenacity of custom, ever jealous of its rights, 
when flowing from a source of religious conside- 
ration •' and will ultimately, perhaps, yield only 
to the influence of improved reason and philoso- 
phy ; for I fear, Religion alone, never corrected 
its own errors ; nor ever will, without the aid of 
Reason, which tir«t discovers those errors. — It is 
to this maturity of Reason that we owe the Pro- 
testant Religion ; and yet, the balance is kept in 
equipoise, by half of Europe, who reject, if. 

If the approaches of the Rinjdoos to this rfiatu 
ritv of Reason, have been more slow, than those 
of other people ; it Is perhaps ow’ing to a greater 
degree of religious subserviency, than is common 
to the rest of lnankiifi ; but, as all improvement 

is progressive, where jjeason is the guide ; we 
jpay rationujly Slope, that the Hindoos are, 

ulreadv ‘Boraewbat advanced on ti*e road ; and

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that, however slowly they may move, the journey 
is not interminable ; anti that they should, there- 
fore, have ample time allotted them to proceed : — * 
but, if we rashly attempt to urge them forward, 
with the dread lash of coeiuton, we shall only im- 
pede their progress, by thus forcing them to stop 
awhile, to chastise m» by extirpation, as a just 
return for our temerity. 

"When first I undertook the task of penning 
my thoughts on this subject ; I was rhiefly 
impelled by the consideration that, some local 
knowledge, necessarily acquired, during a long 
residence in India, might enable me, not only to 
throw some light on the Hindoo Character ; hut, 
possibly, to suggest how far the introduction of 
the Christian Religion among the natives of 
India, was a measure, cither politic or practi- 
cable*;-— or whether, its interposition was at all 
« • 

necessary, to the improvement of the Indian 
system of Moral Ordinances. 

The result will appear in the first part of 
this Pamphlet, which I had arranged in its pre- 
sent form, before Mr. Buchanan’s Memoir was 
put into my hands. 

Tliat Memoir, by taking a more extensive 
range ; introducing a variety of new matter ; and 
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exhibiting the different objects in a more con- 
spicuous point of view ; lias equally induced and 
enabled me to extend ijiy remarks on the subject, 
beyond the limits I had either first proposed, or 
deemed at all necessary. 

Mr. Buchanan having', in the form of an 
analytical survey, separate!/ commented on each 
obnoxious point of his subject; 1 have therefore 
judged it necessary to follow the. same course, in 
my humble attempt to remqve from the public 
mind, the injurious impressions which his stric- 
tures are obviously calculated to produce; by 
representing the Hindoo character in a state of 
moral degradation, neither supported by just 
reasoning, sanctioned by veracity, or manifested 
by a faithful and enlarged view of the facts, 
which are honoured with his notice. 

That reasoning, and those facts, the reader will 
duly appreciate, on a perusal of my observations, 
detailed in the second portion of this Pamphlet. 

Those observations, I accordingly venture to 
commit to the candid consideration and indul- 
gence of the ^pubtic. — They are a tribute of gra- 
titude to a people whose character, ‘conduct, and 
manners, as' far as they have come trader my 
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observation, have ever commanded my respect 
and secured my esteem.' 

Under these impressions , therefore, when I 
found them so .wantonly vilified, in the pages of 
that Memoir ; and s&ffering under the pressure 
of imputations, conveyed in the unqualified lan- 
guage of virulent abuse ; I considered it a tribute 
to the majesty of Justice ; a sacred offering at 
the shrine of Truth ; and thus, to adopt the 
language of Mr. Buchanan,, “ a solemn* and 
“ imperious duty exacted by my Religion to rise 
in their vindication, and endeavour to rescue their 
prostrate causes from the giant grasp of their fell 
adversary, thus menacing its destruetjon. 

How far I may be found to have succeeded 
in this attempt, must be left to the impartial* 
judgement of the reader : happy indeed shall I be, 
should it appear to have satisfactorily* conveyed to 
his joiind, a conviction of the injustice done to 
the Hindoos by the Reverend Mr. Buchanan.' 

If that gentleman has selected the chaff and 
rubbish of the harvest, for the jirst course of the 
entertainment; I trust, the Company will not 
the less relish the more substantial, though home* 
ly fard now laid before him ; and if the hand of 
a master &as Seen wanting, to add due relish to 
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the respective articles of the repast; those articles 
are, at least, served up without the factitious aid 
of false appearances. If the treat be not elegant, 
it is yet sound and wholesome^; and is thus 
accordingly, submitted to public taste; like a 
■picture from Nature, traced by the pencil of 
Truth.

THE HINDOOS, 

lfOW PAH l’K AOTR'A BLE. 



Those pious Preachers of. the Gospel, who 
] roceed to India, ’for the purpose of converting 
the Hindoos, merit the thanks of tile Church, 
for their good intentions . but their zeal is mis- 
applied, and their -labours will be fruitless ; no 
Hindoo of any respectability will ever yield to 
their remonstrances. 

To forsake his family, his friends and his 
station in Society, is a dreadful alternative lor the 
proffered boon. Irreparable loss of Cast, and 
expulsion from *his Tribe, must be the neces- 
sary result of embracing the Christian Faith. 

Can the whole - circle of penal statutes exhibit 
a punishment more severe, than thus degrading 
a man in society ! 

What is lile, when retained only at the expence 
of what iajrnost dear to every sentfent being, — 
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the cheering converse of his friends, and the ap- 
probation of society ? 

To be a wandering object of public scorn 
drives the mind to desperation and renders 
misery complete. 

They are told in the Geeta*, that “ the fame 
of one who hath been respected in this world, is 
extended even beyond the dissolution of the 
body.” 

Woilld the Missionaries dispel this charm, by 
urging them to an act, that must cause them to 
forfeit the good opinion of society ? 

In the HeetopadesI, it is said : “ He who 
hath been expelled by all his kindred, is easily 
to be defeated: for, his relations too, out of 
respect for themselves, are ready to destroy 
him.”

Those Missionaries, therefore, who have been 
at the pain^ to • translate the Bible into the

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Bengal language, find who circulate addresses 
among the people, condemning their errors and 
their idolatry, would do well, to look a little into 
their manners, qpd to reflect whether those pub- 
lications have not some tendency to disturb the 
peace and order of society. 

“ They thus, gravely tell the Hindoos : 

Your S astras* are only fit for the amusement 
of Children, — and your books of Philosophy are 
mere fables.” ■» 

“Hereafter, do ye 'and your brethren, abomi- 
nate the discourses of Barbarians ; — the Sastras 
of Barbarians eontain not the means of Salva- 
tion.” 

It is thus, that in those parts of Ireland, 
where Roman Catholics are most numerous,! 
especially about Kilkenny, Methodist preachers 
go abaut to fairs and markets, preaching to the 
people, in their native language, the necessity of 
renunciation of ’the errors of popery, — thtey 
usually appear on horseback, with a velvet cap 
on their heads ; and, soon attracting attention, 
they harangue with great energy and enthusiastic 
vehemence, on the injurious influence of papal 
doctrines, and the blind folly of adhering to tenets, 
r — : ■ * 

* The component chapters of the Veda, fiindoo or Scripture. 
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eminently hostile to their hopes of Salvation. 
But, I apprehend, this injudicious mode of pro- 
ceeding is productive of little utility people do 
not like to be told that they aije fools ; and if 
they listen to those zealots it is» more from 
novelty than conviction : ayd as their heated ima- 
gination often leads those preachers beyond the 
bounds of prudence, in their strictures, which are 
not often delivered *with the soothing voice of 
persuasive eloquence, they, not unfrequently, 
derive from their temerity, somewhat more than 
the mere hissings of the multitude : — the stones 
of that country are not quite so. soft as cotton ; 
and the swiftness of the preacher’s horse is often 
the best shield for the protection of the riders 
fcapital. 

Whether they merit such a return, for the zeal 
they thus manifest, is not my province to decide; 
but, I am afraid that such ‘a procedure tends 
rather to irritate than Convince — that it tends to 
disturb the hartnany of society, by inducing reli- 
gious discussions qu controverted points ; — and 
that it unhappily serves to exhibit Protestant 
Reformers in an finami'able point of view ; dictat- 
ing w&ey t&ey should persuade ; hud dogmatiz- 
ingwhen they should convince.* — Bpt the day 
t>f Anathema. I trust, is past ; and we may be 
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lulled into persuasion, when we could not be 
forced into submission. * 

It were ‘better therefor^, perhaps, commit to 
time, the operation of more lenient measures; 
some mode of general information, and diffusion 
of reformed doctrines; through the medium of 
public schools ; where the children of such poor, 
as should voluntarily embrace the measure, either 
from conviction of sentiment, or motives of tem- 
poral interest, should be educated at the expence 
of the State, and be apprenticed in due time to 
some useful employment : thus happily enlighten- 
ing their minds, and rendering their services 
beneficial to themselves and to Society. 

Should the Eastern Missionaries persist in the 
discharge of their vocation, and adopt the injudi- 
cious plan of their brethren in Ireland, fatal con- 
sequences may be the Tesiilt : the general mildness 
pfthe Hindoo character, and the relative situa- 
tion of Europeans in the East, may perhaps secure 
the preachers from any personal insult ; but, as 
they will necessarily be regM'ded as acting under 
the sanction of Government, the Hindoos will 
view, with jealousy and' dissatisfaction, this Euro-- 
pean interference with the venerated system of 
their ancestors ; will consequently relax in. that 
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respect, and apparent cordiality, that has hitherto 
been cherished by our* liberal toleration, and 
judicious indulgence .in all matters * regarding 
the celebration of their worship. * This tie once 
loosened, that binds them to our ; • interest ; 
this c^arm once dissolved, that attaches them 
to their duty ; farewell all future depend- 
ence on their exertions, to any efficiency of action ; 
and farewell that mutual confidence that can no 
longer* be reciprocal, while distrust is engendered 
by a Sense of injury and oppression. 

In suteh a disposition, they would be ready to 
join the first Holcar among them, that should 
raise the standard of revolt •• • • 

To secure, therefore, their fidelity, we must 
merit it by liberality; — by total forbearance 
from all religious restraint and by due atten- 
tion and indulgence to their manners, thei» cus- 
toms, and their prejudices, which are inseparably 
united with the rites of their Religion. 

If policy thus dhiiate a laudable forbearance on 
our part; let us examiSe whether the object of 
our Missionaries be at ail feasible in. fact- 
. In the boo^ ofitheir 'dtvine l^isiator' Mew*, 
it is thus Mated, ,

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Mankind, the Scripture is an eye giving constant 
light. Nor could the Yeda-(- Sastra have been

95. — ■“ Such codes erf" law as are not grounded, 
on the Veda, and tire various heterodox theories 
of men, produce no good fruit after death, for 
they all are declared to have their basis in 
darkness. 

96. — “ All systems which are repugnant to the 
Veda, must have been composed by mortals,, 
and shall soon f>erish : their modern date proves 
them vain and false. ** 

101 — “ As fire, with augmented force, burns 
up even humid trees : thus he, who well knows 
the Veda, burns out the taint of Siu, which has 
infeettfd his Soul.”, 

A man's own religion is better than the faitl\of 
another man, he it ever so well followed : —it is 
good to die in one’s own faith ; for another’s 
faith beareth fear.” 

Impressed with a steady faith in the decla- 
rations here exhibited ; with wftat patience will ’ 
the Hindoos listen to the voice of foreign Priests 
who attempt to controvert them ? ,

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Moreover, it is declared in their Sastras, ia 
enumerating the seven degrees of Sin, that the 
“reading of books of any other religion,” is rec- 
koned among sins of the third degree ; and equal 
in enormity to a man's “ refusing assistance to his 
relations, in a manner befitting his circumstan- 
ces — to ' li the selling of his wife or son — to 
“ the murder of a man of any of the three 
inferior classes, or of a woman*.” 

Can the Hindoos then, with propriety, even 
peruse the Book which the Missionaries have been 
at the trouble of translating for their use? 

But the Missionaries tell them that their “ Sas- 
traS are only- fit for the amusement of children :’*• 
let us therefore hear their lawgiver Menu.

by Sectarian fables, so that they do not form a 
consistent whole, 'and were never intended to 
be combined into one general system of belief, 
yet they are all received as incontrovertible au- 
thority, and as they are the sources from which 
the present Hindu religion is drawn. We can- 
not be surprised to find it full of contradictions 
and anomalies, 

“ The Hindus, as has been said are still aware 
of the existence of a Supreme Being '"from 
vhora all others derive their existence or ra- 
ther of whose substance, they are composed, 
&c. &c.°

Nor is this confined to the lower orders; it is 
common to see persons who have been patronized 
by men in power, not only continue their attach- 
ment to them when in disgrace, but even to their 
families when they Bas’e left them in a helpess 
condition. 

A perfectly authentic instance ihight be men- 
tioned, of an English gentleman, in a high station 
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in Bengal, who was dismissed, and afterwards 
reduced to great temporary difficulties in his 
own country, a native of j;ank, to whom he had 
been kind, supplied him when in those circum- 
stances, with upwards of 1 0.OOOZ, of which he 
would not accept repayment, and for which he 
could expect no “possible return. The* generous 
friend was a Mharatta Bramin, a race of dll others 
who have least sympathy with people of other 
casts, and who are most hardened and corrupted 
by power.”

ON THE BEST MEANS OF IMPROVING 
THE MORAL CHARACTER OF THE 
NATIVES OF INDIA. 



(Front the Hindu Intelligencer, Avg . 1C), 1847.) 

It is an arduoys ynd perhaps ail invidious 
task to controvert long established opinions, but 
when those opinions have a pernicious effect on 
public morals, and tend to injure the character 
and undermine the reputation*of a whole nation, 
it becomes the duty of an impartial observer, and 
particularly of a community sd stigmatized to 
counteract their # influence. The subject of this 
remark is the opinion unhesitatingly advanced, 
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that the natives of India dre in a state of reguiaj 
degeneracy, and that honor and morality are 
scarce., if not unknown to them. Nothing is more 
common than for foreigners to speak in terms of 
the utmost contempt of the native character, and 
not only those whose judgments are biased by 
partial and imperfect representations, but men 
of distinguished talents, and who have ample 
opportunities of judging for themselves, join in 
the sweeping censure. “ What the horn is to the 
buffalo,” says an eminent contributor of the 
Edinburgh Review, “ what the sting is to the bee, 
what all things noxious and hurtful are to beasts 
and reptiles, so is deceit to the native of India.” 
Other opinions equally ungenerous and dis- 
couraging may also be cited. The error is become 
general ; it is strengthened by the fiat of au- 
thority ; and being calculated not only to throw 
a dispiriting gloom over our prospects, but to 
retard our exertions in moral and 'religious pursuits, 
I trust the last circumstance alone wdll be deemed 
a sufficient apology for deviating a moment from 
the immediate subject of this essay to the consi- 
deration of if. « 

Reason and experience tell us that the essen- 
tial characteistics of human nature will always 
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remain the same, but individual men and indivi- 
dual communities are susceptible of improve- 
ment and degradation according to the circum- 
stances in which they are placed, and the com- 
parative vigor of their own exertions in turning 
them to account.

1 We must not expect to find a pure system of 
morals among the obscure and illiterate inhabi- 
tants of an Asiatic country, but although in advo- 
cating the cause of that country, I protest against 
the insult thrown on the general characters of its 
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people as falling below’the standard which pre- 
vails elsewhere, 1 am far from insinuating - that 
that character is untainted or irreproachable, 
many adverse* circumstances have combined to 
retard the progress, of a pure and unsophisticated 
system of morality among the natives of India, 
and so strong add deep rooted are the obstacles 
in its way, that it will perhaps acquire* centuries 
of uurernitted <?xertioy to attain a consumma- 
tion, so desircable, whoever has closely watched 
the native character. Has remarked that, fickleness 
and want of moral courage are the principal de- 
fects in it, these however are more the effect of bad 
Education in the people, than attributes inherent 
in their nature. ' In all other respects whether in 
the capacity for distinguishing truth from false- 
hood, evil from good, or whether in the feelings 
and affections which bind them to their fellow 
men, there exists no perceptible deficiency. Blest 
by the almighty with many lasting and substan- 
tial advantages and endowed with faculties, for 
appreciating and eat eringintcyevery excellence, with 
imagination capable of soaring to any height, 
and reasoning powers fitted td.perjetrate through 
any mystery’, the natives of India, those science 
of a noble race. With the bright example of their 
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forefathers before them, with greatness and glory, 
freedom and honor, virtue and truth, beaming in 
every record of past times, are yet imbecile and in* 
active, the tools of priestcraft and % the slaves of 
prejudice, while realms which a thousand years 
ago gave shelter to hordes of barbarians, See. kc.

Hence we learn from history, that when the 
God of nature was removed from his view, the 
sun and the stars were easily substituted as objects, 
religious homage, admiration, afid gratitude. 
Defied mortals and animals were afterwards 
worshipped, and superstitions folly., terminated in 
the homage paid to inanimate Beings. If an 
invisible Wing was sometimes present to the eye 
of reason, fancy transformed the God of mercy 
into a tyrant, he was thought to he honored most 
by the effusion of human blood, and the perfec- 
tion of holiness was imagined to consist in the 
delirious excesses of superstious crucltv, 

misled by such erroneous notions, the moral 
virtues of men were in general, the effects of 
ostentation and religion, shewed the weakness of 
reason, or the cunning of priestcraft when it 
represented the very duties as giving the sanction 
of example to all the vices which disgrace this 
wicktd world.

In no country Ijave the effects of religious 
deception been more fatally experienced, than in 
India. These superstitious folly has raised a 
fabric in the hearts of its deluded children, which 
time and improvement vainly seek to overthrow ; 
there the dictates of priest-craft have drowned 

the voice *'f truth and the 'mistaken zeal of

fanatical followers nothing so meritorious, as a 
blind devotion to opinions and observances which 
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have no basis upon reason, and no corresponding 
influence upon the moral feelings and character, 
one of the purest systems of theology, that of 
the Vedas, which for its high and refined morality 
may compete with any religion extant, has thus 
been disfigured and distorted into a tissue of 
foolish rites and absurd customs, alike revolting 
to reason and humanity and that masterpiece of 
cunning which ordained the mysteries of religion 
to be kept a sealed book from the eyes of the pub- 
lic; has completed its triumph by concealing its 
horrible inconsistencies from scrutiny and in- 
ves'igation. Thus has a demoralising spirit 
gained ground in this country and availing itself 
of the constitutional imbecility " which is invari- 
ably the failing of weak minds, it has retarded 
the course of mental improvement, from Cape 
Comorin to the farthest ranges of the Him- 
malya, the power of superstition has . prevailed, 
its * inconsistencies have gained credibility, its 
absurdities, have commanded respect, guided 
entirely by the decisions of those whom they 
know as their spiritual preceptors, our country- 
men, are too jdle r to judge for themselves, and 
esteem it a sufficient vindication of their conduct

that they follow in the footsteps ofm revered 
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ancestry. No wonder, then that the delusion 
should last and its fallacy pass undetected, where 
the tree receives so little culture, the fruits must 
be sour and unpleasant.

But though indolence and apathy are charac- 
teristic vices with the Natives Of the old school as 
th'ey arc called, and the moral principle is 
smothered by the tide of corruption and the 
influences of antiquated opinions. Yet a new and 
intelligent generation has already sprang up, 
which promises to make a better use of its facul- 
ties, and to understand and appreciate more 
justly its rights, if the one class assign an undue 
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importance to the professions of a particular creed, 
to certain observances, which are considered as 
characteristic of particular doctrines and abstains 
from pursuits, which those doctrines disapprove, 
the other finding in too many instances, a blind 
zeal unattended, by moral conviction of the 
truths which they profess is apt to consider the 
whole, as either pretence or delusion, if the dark* 
ness of superstition haS enveloped us so, long, 
the dawn of a bright day is at hand, if the 
spirit has groaned for ages under mental thraldom, 
a glorious re-action is already on the eveof taking 
place, and India shaking off the galling fetters of 
degradation which have bound her so long, will 
rise once more to her dignity like the Phoenix 
from its ashes. Though the partisans of reform 
are few in number and have hardly courage to 
give scope to the feelings by which they are 
actuated, yet encouragement and means are not 
wanting to aid them in the attempt at a thorough 
innovation, learning and exertion have already 
done mudh and perseverance ’and studious habits 
may do more, it would be they 1 own fault if the 
educated natives do not manifest their progress 
in knowledge, by a corresponding advance in 
moral attainments for what was submitted to in 
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an age of ignorance, should hardly he tolerated 
in times of enlightenment, if the privilege of 
thinking and acting for themselves were precluded 
in the reign of despotism, a servile obedience to in- 
jurious institutions should not be the order of the 
day now, it would be an abufsh of the social 
reform, which is appearing in our country, and an 
insult to the good sense of the rising generation 
to remain idle and inactive, where there is such 
spacious field for exertion, the time has arrived 
for the exercise of discrimination and judgment 
for the assertion of mental liberty. It calls 
upon us to shake off a blind attachment to 
those pernicious customs which have been 
imposed upon our observance, by craft or pre- 
judice, and to institute and uphold others more 
likely to promote the, well-being of society, our 
character as a nation, our happiness as indivi- 
duals, and our duty as responsible beings demand 
it, and as every advantage which might accrue to 
us from exertions in other respects would prove 
futile, unless moral reformation keep pace with 
intellectual improvement that should be our first 
consideration.' It would betray a culpable 
indifference, to the interests of our country to 
neglect it. I am aware that difficulties by no 
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means light or inconsiderable must be encoun- 
tered, in order to root out prejudices which have 
grown, with our growth and strengthened with 
our strength. .The first step towards the redress 
of grievances which are sanctioned by time, 
honored custom, and which earlv associations 
have taught us. to regard in a manner with 
apathy must needs be a bold one. ♦ But the 
glory is greater in proportion to the risk of the 
enterprize — the jewel of moral emancipation 
more precious for the high price, at which it. is 
purchased, should peril or pain deter us ( from the. 
great task of regeneration, when the obstacles to 
be surmounted are pernicious -to the interests, of 
humanity, who would allow a sore or an ulcer to 
ravage his body for fear of pain in the operation.

The first ground of hope on this subject 
appears in the impulse which Juts been recently 
given by the government, to plrfns of national

When educa- 
tion, therefore, is brought within the reach of 
all classes of men, however indigent and obscure, 
and when those who have all along grovelled in 
superstitious darkness and blindly followed the

To say hovt much the progress of improve- 
ment has been, and may likely be facilitated by 
this means, is unnecessary. Fifty years ago, a 
Bengallee newspaper was a curicfeity in this 
country, a religious work was udintelligble to 
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most of its inhabitants,. The greatest indiffer- 
ence was betrayed in matters of primary interest 
and those who had influence and resources to 
undertake works of utility, neglected to exert 
them. But a change is appearing in the spirit of 
the times, the dawn qf a brighter day is evident- 
ly at hand. Manuscripts of ancient philosophers 
which were buried in the cells ®f envious 
ascetics, and libraries that were considered fit 
only for Princes, are now within the reach of 
individuals of moderate fortunes, public opinion 
is beginning to decide on the merits of those 
doctrines which priestcraft had hitherto turned 
and twisted at its pleasure. A freedom, of 
thought and purity of feeling are already in the 
ascendant, aided by the example of Christian spirit 
and refinement. Men are rousing themselves 
from that inglorious lethargy in which they had 
so long slumbered, associations are being formed 
for securing the comforts of the ryot and guard- 
ing the rights of the labourer, projects are set on 
foot for putting down thejodious distinction of 
caste, the^evils of early marriage, polygamy, and 
other injurious customs and f$r bringing about 
the re-marriage of widows, the education of wo- 
jfften, ancUhe'amelioratiqji of all classes of society.

But these improvements are yet in their 
infancy they are more indications titan assur- 
ances of a better state — the jprelude rather than 
the approach of prosperity, if we fail to make 
the most of those opportunities of amendment 
so providentially allowed us, and neglect to tarn 
to advantage the means at our disposal, we fall 
back to the deprayity in which Mahomedan 
despotism left us. But on the other hand, if we 
exert every energy of our minds on objects 
worthy of their high dignity and destination, we 
are morally certain of continuing to make a 
regular dnd rapid progress in improvement, 
and of attaining a higher degree of civilization 
than has yet been reached by our ancestors. 
The triumph of perseverance and resolution is 
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manifest in the history of every accomplished na- 
tion, and therefore, should the reformers of India 
follow up their principles, without diffidence, or 
fear of difficulties, is it presumptuous to believe 
that the evils which stigmatize t^ieir institutions, 
will be removed, or is it unreasonable to expect 
that the Condition of the people must assume an 
entirely different aspect as respects the state of 
intellectual and moral culture, from what it 
wears under present circumstances ? Every 
effort they make for the diffusion of knowledge 
and for the extension of the influence of morali- 
ty and religion, besides the immediate advan- 
tajges which it is intended and 'fitted to produce 
to themselves, brightens the prospect of the 
country, and will improve the condition of its 
generations yet unborn. From such efforts the 
blessing of Providence is' never withheld, and 
slfould they be generally made and persevering- 
ly continued so as to give a character to the 
moral aspect of th# people, the success of the 
experiment is as certain and complete as the 
transitory nature 4 of human affairs will permit.

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WORDS TO YOUNG BENGAL. 

Bv ONE OF THEMSELVES No. 5. 

“Good morning, friend, ” said a Young Bengal 
to me, as 1 met him in the streets one morn- 
ing, on my questioning what had brought him 
out at such a time, he laconically answered, a 
“ morning walk ;” and after a short lapse, during 
•which I could plainly perceive a number of 
thoughts pass in almost inconceivable rapid 
succession in his mind, he begfm lecturing me 
on the utility of a morning walk, “ rely on me;” 
said he, “ a morning walk is very beneficial to the 
health, there is not a better exercise. The 
natives do not know it, *it is an universUl custom 
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ia England, ■where all* the personages, as also 
the humblest labourers, are daily seen quitting 
their houses an hour or two before dawn, 
taking a round of some miles, and ere sun rise, 
returning home,* perhaps with an enlivened 
spirit and a gocjjl keert appetite, Oh ! how happy 
they are ! I wish I could have been there/' 
Young Bengal stopped here, but witli the last 
breath of a deep drawn sigh, he resumed the 
thread of this conversation. “ But how idle and 
indolent arc the natives, they have no exercise 
of any kind. They will rather smoke away their 
time than step a single pace from their thres- 
hold. Lazy fellows’ as they are, why, the gene- 
rality of them do not even leave their beds till 
the sun is half way up in his course.” This was too 
much, Young Bengal had been carried beyond 
proper bounds by a piistaken zeal of condemn- 
ing the manners and customs of his country.

He was blind to the facts of the koosly and 
pratosthan, observed unexceptional)! y by every 
true Hindu. P was therefore on the point of 
shewing him his error, .when unfortunately we 
met a gentleman of the old school who requested 
us to go to his house, and there do him a piece 
of service* by explaining*a certain ’paper written 
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in the English language. The gentleman 
received us with the characteristic civility and 
politeness of old Bengal/ The morning being 
a little hot, and more so to* us on account of a 
long walk, a quantity of pure Gazee,pore-rose- 
water was sprinkled on out bodies, and the pun- 
kha pulled, which in a few minlites satisfactorily 
cooled us. Hitherto we had remained ignorant 
of the nature of the business for which we were 
called, nor did the Baboo tell us any thing till 
he' saw us fairly refreshed, when he produced a 
letter written to him by a Saheb, requesting him 
to inform the writer the terms on which he 
could let one of his Indigo’ factories. This let- 
ter we were required to explain, and if possible 
to translate in the Bengalee language. The 
paper was rather long, we read it over once, 
and of course understood the whole, though in 
many places there were some technical phrases. 
Young Bengal gave the letter into my hands, 
and requested me to explain it, which I declined, 
for he was my superior in learning, and there- 
fore the fittest person between us two for the 
purpose. Tbe Baboo seconded me, and Y#ung 
Bengal was therefore obliged to take the whole 
burden on his own shoulders, and a scene soon 
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took place that will hardly be credited by such 
as know not my hero. He took the paper in his 
hands, cast his looks in it, and perused the con- 
tents once more. I’he minute hand of a large 
clock which was before us, passed over five of its 
dots, yet my fnond was silent. The gentleman 
who had all the while been waiting with all 
possible patience, could now no longer restrain 
himself. He asked me very silently what caus- 
ed this delay in my friend ’s explaining the letter. 
Young Bengal perceived this after a deep sigh, 
and opened his lips. For the first paragraph he 
went on tolerably well, but eventually, I observed 
a marked difference — he faltered, — he found not 
words to express himself. His fair face, which 
to say the least was a moment before, glowing 
in its “ native hue,” now became covered with 
confusion. The blood rushed up to his face, 
and minute drops of sweat stood on his fore- 
head, even as a fine shining summer day is 
suddenly overcast with clouds, that are borne 
on the wings of an incidenfal breeze, whose cool- 
ing effects disengage *the waters from their 
vapoury habitations, and caustf them to fall 
in pearly and dewy drops on the Regions below. 
What the cause of this ( I would say, # strange) 
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phenomenon was, I was at a loss to account for. 
It could not have proceeded from a bashfulness 
in him, for I have seen him in public meetings 
deliver long and animated English speeches 
without the least faultering. Was it then that 
he understood not the letter well enough to 
explain it to another. Not even for the whole 
world I would credit such a thing. I have been 
bred yp and educated in*the same College, and 
seen him explain the most difficult works, write 
the best essays and for years retaining with 
glory, hi5 position as the first student. Impos- 
sible ! This could never be the case. My friend 
had by this time gone over fnore than a half of 
the paper, and it was then I found where the 
screw was loose. Young Bengal was deficient 
in his native language, so much so that it was 
next to impossibility in him to render even his 
thoughts in pure Bengalee. The work was 
finished with great difficulty, the Baboo com- 
plimented ayd thanked us for our trouble. We 
took our leave, silently came down the stairs, 
and it was not till in the streets that We looked 
at" each othem face. “We have been put to 
great shame this morning,” said, I, “how is it 
friend, that you are ‘ so poor in Bengalee,” 
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‘*Da tion on it,” ejaculated he, “you speak of 

shame, but I see none, in my not knowing the 
vernacular. 1 may be poor in the language, but 
what does that matter— Am I poor in intellect or 
uneducated. I am fully versed in English. 
Besides the Bengalee, cannot be properly called 
a language, in the full acceptation of Jhe word. 
It is deficient in many respects, it has not a suffi- 
cient number of words, no good books are 
written in it. In fine there is nothing which can 
be studied with any degree of advantage to us. 

, 1 call him a fool who spends his time in the 
study of such a language. I. pant for the day, 
when English witf be the language of tliis 
country.” I was too much taken up with the 
morning’s occurrence, to allow me to carry on a 
discussion with my friend ,on the subject, soon 
after we parted.

Fifthly or lastly comes the subject of female 
education. The want of which is so univer- 
sally known and •* generally felt at least by the 
rising generation of our countrymen, that I 
need scarcely trespass on the reader’s patience 
by expatiation. The evils arising from the igno- 
rance of women have ere now been the common 
» 

theme of both natives and Europeans, suffice it, 
therefore, to say, that since our women Cause 
their children to grow Inmiliar with fictions, and 
imbibe* notions of hypocrisy, the amount of 
immorality which their ignorance produces is 
not inconsiderable. When slufll we behold the day, 
when the natives of the soil both Hindus and 
Mussulmans, shall have no mote cause to com- 
plain of the ignorance of their fair companions ! 
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When shall we children of one common mother, 
India, rejoice in common 1o congratulate our- 
selves on the happy reformation of our wives ! 
When shall we behold our women contribute 
to the rise of their native country jn the estima- 
tion of the moral world ? ' 

Now having pointed out, as briefly as possible 
in the course of the proceeding pages, the causes 
that have produced the vices which the natives 
are obnoxious to, it remains for us to consider 
what would be the best means of improving 
their moral character, whatever be the opinion of 
the different writers ’ who have treated on the 
subject and the force of the urgtinienls adduced 
by them to support their assertions or convicti- 
ons : — in my opinion, humble as it. doubtless is. 

1 cannot but confess ‘that the removal of the 
very causes which have produced our immora- 
lities would only he the best meaner of improving 
the moral character of / our nation. There arc- 
some who think that, the superstition yf the 
natives is the only cause of their immpralities 
and „that a change,' of religion alone would be 
sufficient to elevate their moral chaTa'cter. For < 
my part 1 consider otherwise, — 1 conhot coincide 
with their opinion, for superstition is th Offspring 
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ignorance ; the moment India will be freed from 
rhe tliraldom of ignorance, it will become utterly 
impossible for superstition to stay a moment in 
the country. An* enlightened lelinion, cm the 
expulsion of sgpeistition from this benighted 
land, will be very* much required, in order to give 
the people a fixed standard of true 1 morality, but 
the choice of religion must depend upon educa- 
tion, let the natives be educated ; and they will 
M>on silecta religion for themselves Those, who 
could entertain an\ doubts iespe< ting* it, must 
mark the state of Europe, in order to convince 
themselves, of the wonders which education and 
knowledge have brought in that quarter of the 
(Jlobe, observe lilt* progress of society in Europe 
from the time, of the Barbarians, vjho overturned 
the Roman empire, down to the present time 
when mighty empires ’have grown out of petty 
feudal principalities and dukedoms, when science 
and litrature are incessant!)* pouting forth their 
enlightening ra) r s on hills and dales” on “ dis- 
tant countries and unknown shores," wlien 
philosophy has ennobled tlie\ descendants of 
ignorant Barbarians,. who gloried themselves with 
having trampled upon and destroyed, the brightest 
monuments Quarts and genius. There arc persons 
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who attribute the preseut greatness of the Euro- 
pean nations to Christianity. But it appears to met 
that their conclusions are based upon error. A 
few words on this subject are therefore necessary.
